Another peculiarity of the apothecar- 
ies is that most of them have shop names 
That custom dates from the 
earliest days of their history. One of the 


| most famous in Berlin closed its doors 
| the other day, and the incident recalled 


some interesting facts. The old names 


| of the shops have survived to some ex- 





tent, although the purely fantastic 
names have given place to others better 
suited to the commercial exigencies of 
modern times. The city to-day possesses 
164 shops of apothecaries, and many 
have adopted names taken from the 
street, square or region in which they 
are situated. There are fifty-six of 
these, and nineteen are known only by 


the names of their proprietors. Nine- 
teen are named after birds, the eagle 
having ten named in its honor. There 


are all sorts of eagles among these ten, 
black, red and white. Other names in- 
clude wild animals, mythological names 
such as Minerva and Flora, and royal 
titles like Friedrich and Augusta Vic- 
toria. Most curious are those called af- 
ter famous historical personages, such 
as Arminius, Roland and Siegfried. One 
difference between the earlier days in 
Berlin and the present is the practical 
disappearance of the French apothecar- 
ies. In 1780, when the first count was 
taken, three out of twenty-one were 
French. Twelve of these original places 
are known to-day by the names they 
bore then.

To the Drug Trade Throughout the United States: 


We have again to notify you of owr successful prosecution of an infringing concern, viz: the “Manchester” Chemical Co, 
A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE CASE. 


Piracy began in August, 1898. 


Suit was begun by us in the United States Court October 8. 
Subpoenas and Restraining Order (preliminary injunction) issued October 8. 


First hearing and contest, October 22. 


Temporary injunction granted “pendente lite.” 


Final hearing November 7-9, and a decree of perpetual injunction, with $1,000.00 damages 
and costs against the infringing concern, granted us November 9, 1898, as set forth in the. following 


letter from our Counsel, Mr. William M. Johnson: 





Chicago, November 11, 1898. 
Chichester Chemical Company, Philadelphia, Pa. 

Gentlemen: Herewith I enclose, duly certified to by the Clerk 
of the United States Court, a copy of the Decree of Perpetual In- 
junction in the case of CHICHESTER CHEMICAL COMPANY vs. 
‘¢ ‘Manchester’ Chemical Company and H. F. Schmid,” entered 
November 9, 1898, in the United States Circuit Court at its stated 
term held at Milwaukee, for the Eastern District of Wisconsin. 

This decree not only perpetually enjoins and forbids the de- 
fendants from dealing in Pennyroyal Pills put up in packages, 
which resemble or imitate your packages, trade-marks, names, 
methods of fastening, labels, printed matter, etc., but also 
awards you substantial damages in the sum of One Thousand 
Doliars, and imposes the costs of the proceedings upon the de- 
fendants. 

Farther, the injunction applies not only to them, but applies 
as well to any person or firm in the wholesale or the retail drug 
trade, and to all others who handle or deal in the imitation goods, 
and any person or firm doing so will be guilty of contempt of 
court, LTABLE TO THE PAINS AND PENALTIES THERE- 
FOR, AND, UNDER THE LAW, ARE ALSO ANSWERABLE 
TO YOU WHENEVER THEY HAVE NOTICE FROM ANY 





CREDIBLE SOURCE (e. g., THROUGH PUBLICATION IN 
THE DRUG TRADE JOURNALS) OF THE EXISTENCE OF 
THE INJUNCTION. 

Considering that the infringing concern only did business for 
about two months before the hand of the law stopped them, I re- 
gard the damages awarded you by the Court a substantial and 
sufficient penalty for their attempt at “‘trade piracy.” 

This decree is another and authoritative recognition 
by the Courts of your legal rights, which following on 
the similar decree of the United States Circuit Court for 
the Northern District of Illinois, granted you June 27, 
1895, against the Winchester Chemical Company, 
should forever set at rest any question or contention as 
to your exclusive proprietorship of, and rights in and to 
the use of the names, trade-marks, labels, copyrights, 
packages, method of fastening, etc., used by you in the 
sale of CHICHESTER’S ENGLISH DIAMOND 
BRAND PENNYROYAL PILLS, and should havea 
deterrent effect on all future would-be imitators and 
infringers.
